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Help for Debarred Priests 


The late Father George Cummings, the well-known 
Canadian priest, who from the inside of his Church tried to 
correct some of the evils and injustices of the Roman hierar- 
chy, in his will makes provision for the sum of $400 a year 
to be paid to each unfortunate priest of Ontario, who has 
been cast out or debarred by the clerical authorities of his 
Church. Continuing the priest says: “He must be a good, 
respectable citizen and not guilty of any conduct offensive to 
public morals.” He then adds: “While I believe there are 
saintly, charitable and just bishops in the Church, I believe 
as well that the majority of them are haughty, over-bearing 
and tyrannical, some to a shocking degree.” 


The Vital Factor 

The life of a magazine is circulation. Were one copy 
issued each time, even though the magazine were the best in 
the world, it would have little influence. Were a thousand 


copies issued each time, its influence would be multiplied 
many thousand times. But give the same paper a circulation 


of one or two millions of copies each issue and it could move 
the world.

It is not even in efficient 
business management. These are all factors which contrib- 
ute in a large way to building a circulation and thus in 
making for success, but they are of little worth compared to 
the one great factor in circulation building—the earnest, 
active, devoted co-operation of each individual reader. That 
is the greatest need of every magazine with a real mission, 
and the problem before the publishers of such magazines is 
how to secure this help from their readers. It is our problem. 


Pulpit Buffoonery 


Sensationalism, in all its phases and measures, resorted 
to by the so-called Protestant ministry as a means of help- 
ing out the unattractiveness and unpalatableness of the Gos- 
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pel of the grace of God, has greatly contributed to bring 
Protestantism into disrepute. The pulpit, which is in itself 
most invisible, is the most true to the Divine intention. Men 
are to be brought face to face with God for direct dealing 
with Him. To assume that God does not understand human 
nature—that men can add important, essential elements to 
the system of agencies by which God’s Kingdom is to be 
built up—that the beauty and power of holiness in the 
Church needs to be supplanted by attractions and expedients 
borrowed from high-pressure human intrusions—this shocks 
the reverent mind. 

The introduction of this tendency, in any form whatever, 
into the domain of sacred things, disgusts the thoughtful por- 
tion of the Church. It provokes and justifies the scorn of sin- 
cere, dissatisfied men in the Roman priesthood, who are not 
to be made captive by any such shallow and unwholesome 
devices. It multiplies the difficulties of the portion of the 
Evangelical ministry which, both from taste and from pro- 
found and solemn conviction, shrinks from the use of all 
such artifices. It repels from the Protestant ministry not a 
few of the choicest men who, year after year, are severing 
their connection with the Roman Catholic Church, who, find- 
ing what are the conditions of reputed success in too many 
churches, and unwilling to again bend their necks to thrall- 
dom, or to discipline their powers to such uses, decide to 
serve God in other avocations, sure that to this they have 
not been called. 


Ireland’s Real Need 


How are the Irish Catholics to be reached by the Word 
of God? This is the difficulty felt deeply and keenly by all 
who have aimed at their evangelization. In the first place, 
there must be some means or other taken to make them feel 
that Protestants are not the enemies of their race and coun- 
try, that those who seek their conversion are not identified 
with intolerance and tyranny; but that, on the other hand, 
they are sympathizers and aim at their temporal as well as 
their spiritual welfare. Further, a Protestant that is polit- 
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ical, rather than spiritual, that is exacting and supercilious, 
that approaches the hearers in the spirit of caste, is not likely 
to make way with a people who, while they are genial and 
generous, are intensely sensitive. 

There is a way to the Irish heart and conscience which 
neither priest nor so-called patriot can block up. The Irish 
race are keenly alive to kindness. It is an instinct of their 
nature to render “homage to learning and religion. Even 
centuries of oppression and supercilious contempt, and a 
burning sense of wrong, have not extinguished that instinct. 
\pproach them as brethren, fellow countrymen, offer them 
kindly greeting, enter with genuine sympathy into their feel- 
ings—listen to the stories of their injured race—and you 
will secttre a response and welcome. 

Even on the subject of religion they are not inaccessible; 
but if you outrage their prejudices, violently attack the 
dogmas they hold most sacred, and hold up to constant 
ridicule what is most surely beloved among them, you effec- 
tually shut the door. It is impossible to overthrow such a 
gigantic system of imposture as the Papacy without contro- 
versy, but do not begin with controversy. See how Christ, 
in the first instance, avoided controversy with Nicodemus and 
the woman at the well. Speak of the Pope as anti-Christ, 
of the worship of Mary as idolatry, of the abomination of the 
mass, and you may be thankful if they do not crack your 
crown. Speak to them of the dying love of Jesus, of the need 
we all have for pardon, and in nine cases out of ten they 
will listen with gratitude and respectful attention. Touch 
with the finger of sympathy the springs of earnest natural 
devotion, found deep in the hearts of the Irish race, and you 
will find a generous response. 

There are gleams of hope on the horizon. The dense 
cloud is rising. The superstition of ages is breaking up in 
many quarters. The supremacy of the priest in all matters, 
civil and sacred, is being questioned. No doubt the people 
are watched and guarded and waylaid by all the subtle and 
enslaving machinery which the priest knows so well how 
to employ, but his absolute and unquestioned authority is 
gone. Men are beginning to relegate his functions to the 
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spiritual, and even then to ask a reason for what he imposes. 
The laity are not allowed to enter a Protestant place of 
worship, or listen to a Protestant minister, or join in family 
worship with Protestants, and yet the truth sometimes 
reaches and saves them. 

Ireland just now is in a transition state. The spirit of 
inquiry is abroad. Men of intelligence and self-respect are 
impatient of mere priestly dictation. There is eminent dan- 
ger of the rebound, as in European countries, to absolute 
infidelity. The call to the Protestant Evangelical Churches 
is loud and urgent. What Ireland needs is the unadulterated 
Scriptures. And she needs, not less urgently, that all her 
Protestant people so live in the face of their countrymen as 
to commend the Gospel, and show by gentleness, by purity, 
by love, what the religion of the Lord Jesus Christ can 
achieye.

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WAS PETER EVER POPE?

HE Roman Catholic Church claims that Christ gave to 
T Peter supremacy over the other apostles; that the 

authority given to Peter passed to his successors; that 
the sole inheritors of Peter are the bishops of Rome. She 
affirms Peter founded the Church of Rome and was its bishop 
for twenty-five years. Butler’s Catholic catechism, pages 45 and 
46, contains the following: “Who is the visible head of the 
Church?” “The Pope, who is Christ’s vicar on earth and su- 
preme and visible head of the Church.” “To whom does the 
Pope succeed as visible head of the Church?” “To St. Peter, 
who was the chief of the apostles, Christ’s vicar on earth, the 
first Pope and Bishop of Rome.” 


Was Peter ever Bishop of Rome? This question is most 
important to the Roman Catholic Church, for with it either 
‘stands or falls the whole papal system. If Peter was not Pope 


at Rome then the Popes were never his successors. 

A brief study of the New Testament will at once furnish to 
any candid-minded person convincing proof that Peter was 
never Pope. It will readily be seen that: 


Christ Refused to Recognize Any Pope Among His 
Disciples 

The Saviour never introduced Peter to the other disciples 
by saying: “See, I have appointed Peter as my successor; re- 
ceive him as your Pope and head of the Church, call him Holy 
Father, honor and obey him.” On the contrary, Jesus made the 
following positive declaration, which is diametrically opposed to 
Roman teaching: “But be ye not called Rabbi: for one is your 
Master, even Christ; and all ye are brethren. And call no man 
your father upon the earth: for one is your Father, which is in 
heaven. Neither be ye called masters: for one is your Master, 
even Christ. But he that is greater among you shall be your 
servant. And whosoever shall exalt himself shall be abased; 
and he that shall humble himself shall be exalted.” (Matt. 23: 
8-12.) 
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The Apostles Never Acknowledged Peter as Pope 


Paul is silent about Peter’s primacy. He wrote some thir- 
teen or fourteen epistles, and never once refers to Peter’s au- 
thority over the others: If such authority had existed would he 
not have spoken of it? 

Paul considered himself Peter’s equal. He says: “I was 
not a whit behind the very chiefest apostles.” (2 Cor. 11: 5.) 
If Peter had been Pope would he have dared to speak after this 
fashion? 

Paul censured Peter openly. He says: “When Cephas came 
to Antioch, I resisted him to the face, because he stood con- 
demned.” (See Gal. 2: 11-16.) How would Paul have dared 
to censure Peter openly for failure to practice what he preached 
in his action toward the Gentiles, if Peter had been Pope? 

Peter was considered only as one of the pillars of the Church. 
(See Gal. 2: 8-10.) He was like James and John, one of the 
pillars of the Church, not its head. 

No writer of the New Testament speaks of Peter as Pope. 


What does their silence mean? Can it be a conspiracy against 
him? Why do they ignore his authority? Why? Because Peter 
never was Pope. All the apostles were brethren. 


Peter Never Spoke or Acted as Pope 


The only time that Peter acted at all like a Pope was when he 
used the sword and cut off the ear of Malchus. (John 18: 10.) 
Popes have often made much use of arms; when at Antioch 
he did not walk according to the truth (Gal. 2: 14)—Popes have 
done the same thing for centuries; when he contradicteg and 
opposed the teachings of Christ (Matt. 16: 21-23)—in this .re- 
spect all the Popes have excelled. This was all the popery 
Peter had in him. It was enough, but Christ delivered him from 
the power of the evil one. 

Peter was sent to preach by others. “Now when the apos- 
tles which were at Jerusalem heard that Samaria had received 
the word of God, they sent unto them Peter and John.” (Acts 
8: 14.) This does not seem Pope-like. In place of sending 
others to preach, Peter is sent out himself. 
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Peter did not preside at the Council in Jerusalem. He did 
not call the Council nor open its deliberations. James took the 
direction of the gathering. If Peter had been Pope why did he 
not show his authority? (See Acts 15.) 

Peter refused to have Cornelius kneel before him. “As Peter 
was coming in, Cornelius met him, and fell down at his feet 
and worshiped him. But Peter took him up, saying, Stand up: 
I myself also am a man.” (Acts 10: 25, 26.) How different 
from the Popes, who compel men to kneel before them! 

Peter did not profess to have power to forgive sins. But the 
Popes pretend they have power to forgive sins. Peter told 
Simon to pray to God for pardon. “Repent therefore of this 
thy wickedness, and pray God, if perhaps the thought of thine 
heart may be forgiven thee.” (Acts 8: 22.) 

Peter speaks of himself simply as an elder or pastor. “Peter, 
an apostle of Jesus Christ, to the strangers scattered throughout 
Pontus, Galatia, Cappadocia, Asia and Bithynia.” (1 Peter 1: 1.) 
“The elders which are among you I exhort, who am also an elder, 
and a witness of the sufferings of Christ, and also a partaker 
of the glory that shall be revealed: Feed the flock of God that 
is among you, taking the oversight thereof, not by constraint, 
but willingly; not for filthy lucre, but of ready mind; neither 
as being lords over God’s heritage, but being ensamples of the 
flock.” (1 Peter 5: 1-3.) 

Peter is completely silent about his -position as Pope. He 
preached the Gospel on the day of Pentecost and-exhorted the 
people to repent of their sins, to believe in Jesus and be baptized, 
but he was silent about his great power and high position. Was 
he too modest, or did he not know that he had been elected Pope? 
He wrote two epistles, but never mentioned his office of Pope: 
Who of the Roman Popes acted like Peter? 

Peter never celebrated mass, nor did he hear confessions; 
he never directed a soul to pray to Mary nor to the saints, nor 
to use beads; he never advocated the use of holy water, and 
scapulars, and old bones; he never ordered the people to abstain 
from meat on Fridays and during Lent; he never declared that 
priests and nuns should not marry; he never presented his 
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foot to be kissed; he never lived in a palace with soldiers to 
guard him and hundreds of servants to supply his every want. 
Why did he not do these things?’ Because he never was Pope. 


Peter Was a Married Man 


In the “Question Box” of the Catholic Register, of Toronto, 
Canada, appeared the following: “I hear it said that St. Peter 
was a married man. Is it so?” 

“Yes, St. Peter was a married man, but was among those who 
left all to follow the Lord and preach the Gospel. The law that 
priests shall not be married is not a divine law, but what we call 
ecclesiastical, and the Church made it because an unmarried 
clergy is doubly efficient for many reasons... . And the con- 
stant experience of all Christian times shows that the experi- 
ment, if so it may be called, has been a signal success. . . .” 

We are glad to learn the editor of the Catholic Register 
acknowledges that Peter was a married man, and the law that 
priests shall not marry is not divine. 

That this so-called law has rendered the clergy of the Church 
of Rome more efficient we are not prepared to grant, and the 
experiment, for we deem it an experiment, has been a success, we 
also deny. We would urge all priests to read carefully the words 
of Paul concerning the office of a bishop: “The bishop, there- 
fore, must be without reproach, the husband of one wife... 
one that ruleth well his own house, having his children in sub- 
jection with all gravity:-but if a man knoweth not how to rule 
his own house how shall he take care of the house of God?” 
(1 Tim. 3: 1-7.) 

We would call the attention of all Roman Catholics to the fact 
that the law that priests should not marry is not only not a 
divine law, but it is a diabolical'one. Paul speaks of it as “a 
doctrine of devils.” “But the Spirit saith expressly, that in the 
later times some shall fall away from the faith, giving heed to 
seducing spirits and doctrines of demons, through the hypocrisy 
of men that speak lies, branded in their own conscience as with 
a hot iron; forbidding to marry and commanding to abstain 
from meats, which God created to be received with thanksgiving 
by them that believe and know the truth.” (1 Tim. 4: 1-3.) 
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Generally Roman Catholics believe that the apostles were 
celibates like the priests of to-day. But Rome, to save her cause, 
will answer that when Peter became priest, or Pope, he left his 
wife. In the Question Department of the Catholic Observer 
appeared the following: “St. Peter was married before he be- 
came an apostle, but ceased to live with his wife when he was 
elevated to the office and dignity of the Christian priesthood.” 

The Menace very aptly answered this slander against Peter 
by saying: “If St. Peter ceased to live with his wife, one of 
them must have left the other. If it were the wife who left 
St. Peter he must have been a poor foundation for a Church. 
If, on the other hand, St. Peter did the leaving, then he was a 
wife deserter. The Roman Catholic Church, then, was founded 
by and upon a wife deserter.” 

We know that this statement that Peter left his wife is a 
falsehood. Paul makes it plain that after Peter became an 
apostle he still had his wife. He says: “Have we no right to 
lead about a wife that is a believer and even as the rest of the 
apostles, and the brethren of the Lord and Peter?’ (1 Cor. 9: 5.) 

The Word says: “A bishop must be blameless, the husband 
of one wife.” Why did Pope Gregory VII say: “Leave your 
wives! Forsake your children! Abandon your home! My clergy 
shall not marry!”"? Why? Because he was not the successor 
of Peter. 

There is No Scriptural Proof that Peter Was Ever in Rome 

The Roman Catholic Church teaches that Peter was the first 
Pope and reigned at Rome twenty-five years. We challenge her 
to bring a single Scriptural proof in support of her assertion. 
If Peter did visit Rome, the New Testament is completely silent 
about that visit. The Word of God speaks of Peter as the apos- 
tle of the Jews. (See Gal. 2: 7,8.) In reading the Acts of the 
Apostles, written by the Apostle Luke, we see Peter at work in 
Jerusalem, Czsarea and Antioch. If he had been in Rome for 
twenty-five years as Pope, why did not Luke mention this fact? 
No historian would overlook mentioning the most important 
event in a man’s life. 

In the year 58 Paul wrote a letter to the Romans. In this 
letter he mentions more than twenty persons, but he does not 
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say a word about Peter; he sends no greetings to Pope Peter. 
It Peter had been there he would have undoubtedly mentioned it. 
In 61 Paul goes to Rome and visits all the brethren. He did not 
meet Peter there; if he had been there he surely would have 
seen him. In 62 and 63 Paul wrote to the Philippians, to the 
Colossians, to the Ephesians, and to Philemon, from Rome. He 
speaks of several of his fellow laborers, but he is silent about 
Peter. In 66, a short time before his death as a martyr, Paul 
writes to Timothy from Rome and relates to him how all had 
forsaken him except Luke. Does anyone believe that if Peter 
had been there he, too, would have neglected Paul? Never! 
Between 41 and 66, when it was said Peter was in Rome we 
cannot finda single passage anywhere in the whole New Testa- 


ment mentioning that fact. Why? Simply because Peter never 
was Pope. : 


Christ’s Vicar on Earth is the Holy Spirit 


Before leaving the earth Jesus made this promise: “I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of the world.” (Matt. 28: 20.) 
How is He with us? By the Holy Spirit, and not by a visible 
head, called the Pope. Jesus said: “It is expedient for you 
that I go away, for if I go not away, the Comforter will not 
come unto you; but if I depart, I will send Him unto you. And 
when He is come, He will reprove the world of sin... . How- 
beit when He, the Spirit of truth, is come, He will guide you 
into all truth.” (John 16: 7-10, 13.) 

This promise was fulfilled on the day of Pentecost. Since 
then the same gift of God has been bestowed upon all actual 
Christians. To-day we need no Pope to guide us. God’s Word 
is our authority. Every one who takes Jesus as Saviour has 
the promise of the guidance of the Holy Spirit to illuminate 
his pathway. . 

Was Peter ever Pope of Rome? No! Therefore Benedict 
XV is not his successor. Consequently the whole papal fabric 
falls to pieces. Why? Because it is founded upon a lie!

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A FRENCH PRIEST’S LETTER 


HE letter translated below is from M. Andre Bourrier to 
T the Bishop of Marseilles, and is an indication of the feel- 

ing in the minds of those French priests who are leaving 
the Church of Rome: 

“Monsignor :—In sending you my resignation as one of 
your clergy, I believe it to be my duty to give you the motives 
which have caused me to make the decision. Age, experience 
and, above all, the candid study of the Gospel and of the first 
centuries of Christianity have too greatly modified the teachings 
and the prejudices with which my early ministry was nourished. 
I see myself competled to recognize that I was born in a Church 
in which new growths and the interests of men have utterly 
changed the simplicity of the Gospel. 

“You have had cognizance, Monsignor, of these troubles of 
conscience, which for a number of years have been the torment 
of my life. You have not forgotten my agonies while I have 
tried these ten years past to break the bonds, so strong and so 
tender, which held me fast to all that I had known and loved 
up to that time. I submitted myself to the examinations which 
you were pleased to impose on me. But I did not at all recover 
the peace of mind which was promised to me. 

“You know how to make a man suffer; you know not how 
to give peace. With loyalty and courage I forced myself to-bend 
my reason and my will to the demands of the Roman faith. I 
did everything to persuade myself of the truth of that faith, 
since the Roman Catholic faith consists, not in believing, but in 
believing that one must believe. To-day I have been twenty 
years in the ministry, and during ten of these twenty years I 
have carried on the debate with myself in such a crisis of con- 
science. The day has come when I see it is equally impossible 
and culpable to continue this strife. 

“I make my exit from the*’Roman Church, not by the door 
of skepticism or of unbelief, but by reason of my faith in Jesus 
Christ, the only Saviour and exclusive Mediator. 

“Accept, Monsignor, the assurance of my respectful regards, 
with which I have the honor to be, your servant and brother in 
Jesus Christ, “A. BOuRRIER.” 
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LETTERS TO POPE BENEDICT XV

Sir:—Your immediate predecessor, Pius X, the unconscious 
victim of the late Cardinal de Lai and Cardinal Merry del Val, 
was a inan more inclined to religion than to politics. Trained in 
the obscure seminary of Padua, he remained to the end of his 
career the illiterate parish priest of Salzano. 

You, Sit, are a different type of man. Born of a family 
whose name stands for what is best in the annals of Italian aris- 
tocracy, you pased your boyhood in an atmosphere surcharged 
with statecraft. You were graduated with high honors from the 
schools of Genoa and Rome. Later you entered the famous 
Kcclesiastical Academy of Nobles, where your skill as a lecturer 
in diplomatic science won for you the attention of the late Car- 
dinal Rampolla, then the Spanish Nuncio. He insisted on your 
going with him to the Embassy at Madrid. When Rampolla 
became Prime Minister to Leo XIII, he immediately had you 
called to Rome and installed as Under-secretary of State. As 
Cardinal Archbishop of Bologna, you were chosen Pope, and, 
having a great admiration for Pope Benedict XIV, that markedly 
aristocratic, deeply read, thoughtful wit, the friend of Voltaire 
and the patron of arts and letters, you took the name of Benedict. 

You hold, I believe, no less strongly than the American Car- 
dinals that the weakest act of your immediate predecessor was 
his treatment of the Modernists in the Encyclical Pascendi 
(rregis. But, then, the history of your Church for centuries 
has been an alternation of periods of advance and retreat. We 
are now in the midst of one of its forward movements, to be 
followed, as usual, by a still greater movement backward. Amid 
all vicissitudes, the aims of your Church remain the same. Un- 
der whatever guise presented, they are fundamentally incon- 
sistent with general liberty, whether religious or political. 

Your Church has achieved her conquests, in every age, by 
using means adapted to the times. So, at the present time, 
particularly in America, where the press is the great power, 
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your Church finds herself compelled, in spite of the essential 
antagonism between her system and the spread of general 
knowledge, to make use of that very press to further her own 
ends. She handles the uncongenial weapon awkwardly enough, 
it is true; that she handles it at all is because she must needs 
adapt herself to the times. 

And yet journalism has no proper place in your Church. 
In wholly papal countries religious journals, as you yourself are 
well aware, are almost unknown. They begin to appear only in 
periods of revolution, when your priests have had to struggle 
against enemies who know how to conduct journals. Even when 
the necessities of the times call forth such journals, their indis- 
criminate circulation is not encouraged. The more pious and 
exemplary of your ecclesiastics prefer that their flocks should 
read no papers at all, not even the ablest Catholic ones. They 
fear, and with reason, that such an irresponsible power, even 
though employed for the advancement of your Church, may 
wax too great and be turned against her interests. There is a 
classic instance of this fact in a statement made by Cardinal 
Newman when asked by a Jesuit, Father Coleridge, for his co- 
operation in starting a review. “Nothing would be better than 
an historical review,” replied Newman, “but who could bear it? 
Unless one doctors all one’s facts, one would be thought a bad 
Catholic.” () 

Hardly an instance is known in which a man, whose whole 
training and education have been under the guidance of your 
Church, has achieved distinction as a journalist. 

You remember Robert de Lamennais, one of the most gifted 
writers that has ever sprung from the bosom of your Church; 
in his earlier career he was devoted to the papacy, and was even 
styled the “Father of the Church.” His apologetic works, if I 
remember correctly, procured him the offer of a Cardinal’s hat. 
But, Sir, he continued to write; his genius developed itself freely 
—and Rome lost him, lost him as she lost Ignatius von Déllinger, 
Paul Hyacinthe-Loyson and George Tyrrell. 

No one who has given the subject serious study can doubt . 
for a moment that there is something in the spirit of Protestant-

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ism which stimulates activity and enables men to achieve results 
as the religion of your Church has never done. Your Church 
has a repressive effect on the human mind and makes men sus- 
picious of the new and untried. The self-reliant, independent 
spirit of Protestantism allows free scope to men’s energies, 
contributes to the material well-being of men and nations and 
elevates the character of the people who embrace it. 

Where your Church is best known she is most hated. She 


has ruined the political, religious and industrial happiness of 
every nation where she has been allowed to gain a foothold. 

In Italy your Church is daily dishonored. “Abasso il Vati- 
cano!” is the cry of the Italian people. Portugal has weighed 
her in the balance and found her wanting. France has joined 
the sisterhood of nations. Latin America has lost its reverence 
for your clergy. After ages of spiritual bondage, even the 
Spaniards are struggling to be free. As a result your Church 
is making strenuous efforts to retrieve her loss by gaining 
Protestant lands. 

Dr. Orestes A. Brownson, a convert to your Church and 
recognized in his day as the ablest Roman Catholic writer in 
America, was the first to announce publicly that it is the inten- 
tion of your hierarchy “to possess this country.” (2) 

These sentiments were later voiced by Archbishop John 
Ireland, when at the Roman Catholic Congress, in Baltimore, 
he declared, “Our work is to make America Catholic.” (3) And 
from the language of Bishop Michael Fallon, during his 
speech at the Missionary Congress in Boston, your prelates in 
America are straining every nerve to “make this Continent 
Catholic.” (4) 

Ninety-two Archbishops and Bishops of your Church in the 
United States, under the leadership of Cardinal James Gibbons, 
opened on September 24th a two days’ session in the Roman 
Catholic University at Washington. The hierarchy has now 
organized itself into a National Catholic Council. Among the 
matters discussed was the need of “making America predomi- 
nantly Catholic;” this is to be accomplished by “establishing

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Catholic daily newspapers in as many cities as possible in all 
parts of the United States.” (5) 

The success of your Church’s plans in America is not to 
be dreaded chiefly because it would check our material devel- 
opment, destroy our public schools, vitiate our press, pillage 
our public treasury, or make us less-happy and prosperous from 
a worldly point of view, though it would do all this; the worst 
result would be the final decay of evangelical faith, the hope- 
less irreligion that would surely follow. 

Knowing the evils inherent in your system, it is my intention 
to re-emphasize the fact that your organization is something 
decidedly different from a Church; that it is a political cor- 
poration, claiming authority over every nation and people of the 
earth; that it is now engaged directly in establishing its political 
power in this country;, that its form of government is diamet- 
rically opposed to the whole genius of American institutions, 
and that it is the duty of all to resist and combine against her 
encroachments. 


In my next letter I shall have something to say in regard 


to the Belgian Prelate, Cardinal Mercier, and of his. recent 
visit to the United States.

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WOULD HOME RULE MAKE IRELAND LIKE ITALY? 
BY REV. ALEXANDER ROBERTSON, D.D., VENICE, ITALY. 


HOSE Protestants who support home rule do so be- 
7 cause they believe that when it is given, Ireland will 

deliver herself from the thraldom of the Church and 
priest. It is this belief that explains why some, who are good 
Protestants, support home rule. Yet these men are one with 
the opponents of home rule in believing that the great curse 
of Ireland is the Roman Catholic Church. This fact must be 
indeed apparent to everyone. In Ireland, as in every land, 
there must always be a certain amount of poverty, ignorance, 
crime, and misery. But whilst these are found in the Protes-- 
tant province of Ulster to a normal extent, in the Roman 
Catholic provinces they exist in an unmeasured degree. 

The supporters of home rule support that measure only 
because they believe, or at least they cherish the hope, that 
when home rule becomes law, the oppressed Irish will rise and 
shake off this tyranny that has been the cause of their degra- 
dation as men and women, as families, and as a people. To 
buttress their hope they point to Italy. Italy is free and 
happy and progressive as a nation. The Italians are a con- 
tented, well-educated, industrious, and go-ahead people, and 
yet they are (nominally at least) Roman Catholics. The 
Roman Catholic Church is the established church of the 
land, and the headquarters of that institution is in their midst. 
That is quite true, but the question is, Is there any hope that 
those in power in Ireland will ever deal with the Roman 
Catholic Church as it has been dealt with in Italy? In the 
first place, those who made Italy attacked at once’ the op- 
pressors; they attacked the Church. Cavour was a liberal of 
the liberals, but he at once took away all privileges from the 
Church in Piedmont. He secularized education, he introduced 
civil marriage, he dissolved the religious orders. When the 
archbishop of Turin rebelled and issued a pastoral command- 
ing the priests to disregard Cavour’s laws Cavour had him 
immediately apprehended, thrown into prison, tried, con- 
demned, and banished across the Alps, where he died. He 
imprisoned in like manner all rebellious priests, and he 
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banished hundreds of monks and nuns. He was willing to 
make a free church, that is, a church free to discharge its 
spiritual duties, but it must be in a free State, that is, a State 
free from the slightest interference of the church in State 
affairs. 

Cavour’s formula, “A free church in a free State,” has now 
been transformed into “A free church in a sovereign State.” In 
securing this, Cavour’s drastic measures for curbing the politi- 
cal pretensions of the church'and for curbing the arrogance of 
the bishops and priests in Piedmont, have been extended to all 
Italy. Education in Italy is national, secular, free, compulsory, 
and lay. Nota priest, not a sister, not a monk, not a nun, not 
an ecclesiastic, is permitted to cross the threshold of any public 
school in the land. Roman Catholic religious teaching is for- 
bidden, because of its anti-patriotism and its influence on the 
character of the children. Marriage is a civil contract. The 
priests cannot perform a legal marriage. If they perform 
the ceremony, then the couple so united by them are con- 
sidered as living in concubinage; if they have children, they 
are registered as illegitimate; and if they leave any real 
property, it goes to the next of kin. The religious orders in 
Italy have all been dissolved. It is illegal for six monks to 
live together. Their property has all been confiscated, and 
monastic buildings have been turned into schools, and 
hospitals, and barracks for soldiers. All the charity funds 
of the church have been taken by the State and are being used 
to relieve the poor, and to grant relief in times of disaster, 
such as earthquake, pestilence, and inundation. Penal 
statutes have been passed, which threaten with fine, imprison- 
ment, and dismission from office, any priest who in the exer- 
cise of his duties talks against the king and Government, or 
disturbs the peace of a family, or seeks to terrorize an Italian 
in the discharge of his civil duties, or penalize him in any way 
for doing that which the law commands or permits, no matter 
what the law of the church may be. The State rigidly con- 
fines the church to its own sphere, within which it is free, but 
on no account is the church permitted to trespass by an inch 
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on the civil domain. Is there any likelihood that home rule 
will bring about such a state of things in Ireland? We see 
the Sinn Feiners allied with the church, obedient to the bishops 
and priests. Is there any likelihood that when Home rule is 
given, these men will turn upon their allies and their masters 
and rend them? Is it not more likely that the bishops and 
priests in Ireland will become more than ever the masters of 
the Sinn Feiners, and that home rule will mean, what is often 
said it will mean, Rome rule? 


Father Richard de Bary, a former Franciscan Friar, has 
been received into the Church of England. Dr. de Bary has 
recently published a story of his conversion which is intensely 
interesting and charmingly written and should have a large 
circulation.

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BOOK REVIEWS 


IRELAND'S FIGHT FOR FREEDOM. By George Creel. Harper & Brothers. 


The title of this book is a misnomer. It should be “Ireland’s Fight 
For Independence.” It is admirably adapted to defeat the object it was 
designed to accomplish. Ii there ever was a question for the solution of 
which good temper, fairness, and mutual understanding were necessary, it 
is the Irish question. This book contains a violent attack upon the 
English Government, dilating vehemently upon all the ill it has done to 
Ireland during eight centuries, and omitting entirely any reference to the 
good. Laws which oppressed the Roman Catholics and deprived them of 
most civil rights are condemned. No mention is made of the fact that 
many of these laws applied to England as well as to Ireland. No men- 
tion is made of Catholic emancipation, and of the fact that for ninety 
years the Roman Catholics in Ireland in all civil rights have stood on the 
same plane with their Protestant brethren. The old navigation laws, the 
tariff taxes, which were once imposed in England upon the import of 
Irish goods, are condemned. No reference is made to the fact that for 
seventy years and more no such taxes have been laid, and Ireland has been 
under the same free trade system as England herself. It is much as 
if a history of the black race in America were to be written, and the 
author should dwell upon the horrors of the slave trade, and the cruelties 


of the Slave Code, and omit altogether the Proclamation of Emancipation 
and the Thirteenth Amendment. 


THE SHADOW OF THE CATHEDRAL. By Vincente Blasco Ibanez. J. M. Dent 
& Sons. - 


The “Shadow of the Cathedral” is another tale by the author of the 
“Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse.” It éan hardly be classed fairly 
as fiction, since the thread of the story running through it is so slight as 
to be negligible. In this volume, Vincente Blasco Ibanez endeavors, with 
fair success, to do for the Cathedral of Toledo what Victor Hugo did 
for that of Notre Dame de Paris. But while he succeeds in conveying 
to us a full measure of the impressiveness of the great building and its 
influence upon those who dwell within its precincts, it is a pity that he 
lets his prejudices run away with him, converting much of the book into 
a wild diatribe against Christianity, the Church, and the various govern- 
ments of the world. There is a weight of hopelessness upon the whole 
book and while endeavoring to pull down all established beliefs, it offers, 
as usual, nothing to take their place. It gives, however, a very vivid 
picture of Spanish ecclesiastical life in the City of Toledo, and of the 


poverty surrounding many of the dependents of a great Church establish- 
ment.
